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Amendments to the Drawing : 

None. The drawing was accepted by the official draftsperson in the first Office 

action. 
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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The examiner's Office action of July 12, 2006, has been carefully considered and 
is appreciated. Applicant's goal in this Amendment is to place all claims remaining in the 
application after this Amendment in condition for allowance in accordance with the 
examiner's direction in the Office action of July 12, 2006. Claims 10, 16 and 20-24 have 
been canceled in this Amendment. Claims now remaining in the case are 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 12, 
13, 17, 19 and 25, all of which are believed to be allowable as now presented. The 
examiner's remarks have been particularly useful in drafting this Amendment. 

In this regard, editing marks have been removed from the allowed claims, namely 
1, 2, 4, 7, 8, 9 and 25, all of which were previously presented in the Amendment of May 
30, 2006. 

Claim 12, which was objected to, has been amended by including all the 
limitations from claim 10, which has been canceled, and the indefinite article "a" has 
been inserted before the phrase "strip of adhesive: as required in paragraph 4 of the Office 
action. 

Claim 13 has been amended to depend from claim 12 as amended, thereby 
providing the required antecedent basis for "said transparent reminder pocket." 

Claim 17 has been given considerable attention. Applicant agrees that orientation 
description is confusing in this matter because the orientation of various parts of the 
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envelope change when it is folded to change it from a flat pattern blank into a completed 
envelope. Applicant had believed that the phrase "bottom edge of a flat pattern blank" 
was definite as shown in Fig. 1 and was distinct from the bottom edge of the folded 
envelope. To overcome the ruled confusion, that phrase has been replaced by a "top edge 
of the completed and sealed envelope,*' which is called out as reference character 106 and 
is first shown in Fig. 2. Other changes in orientation terms have been made in limitation 
c, regarding the display supporting panel, which include the following. At claim 17, line 
9, "upwardly" has been deleted and -downwardly- has been inserted. At claim 17, lines 
9-10, the phrase "bottom edge of a flat pattern blank for forming said envelope" has been 
deleted and the phrase -top edge of the completed and sealed envelope- has been 
inserted. At claim 17, line 13 "an upper" has been deleted and -a lower- has been 
inserted. At claim 17, line 16, "a lower" has been deleted and -an upper- has been 
inserted before "edge." Further describing and clarifying the orientation of the envelope 
and its display panel, at claim 17, lines 18-19, the phrase -when said envelope is inverted 
such that the bottom edge of said envelope becomes the top of said envelope-. It is 
believed that these amendments eliminates any confusion as to orientation of the 
limitations discussed in the claim. 
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Claims 19 has been amended to clarify the location of the reminder card by 
deleting "an upper" and inserting -a lower- before the word "portion" in line three, as 
requested by the examiner and is believed to be allowable as amended. 

With these amendments, it is believed that all the claims now in the case are now 
allowable over the prior art of record, which, either alone or in conjunction with each 
other, neither discloses nor suggests the present invention as now claimed. Therefore 
speedy allowance of all claims now in the case is requested.
